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Delete Section 4500, Flood Plain Requirements in its entirety, and 
substitute the following in place thereof: 


“4500. Flood Plain Requirements 


“4510. District Establishment. 


The Flood Plain District is herein established as an overlay 
district. the uses in underlying districts are allowed provided 
that they meet the following additional requirements as well 
as those of the Massachusetts State Building Code dealing 
with construction in floodplains. The Flood Plain District 
includes all special flood hazard areas designated as Zone A, 
A1-30 on the Bellingham Flood Insurance Rate Maps, (FIRM), 
and the Flood Boundary and Floodway Map, Community- 
Panel Numbers 250232 0001-0007, effective Dec. 15, 1982 on 
file with the Town Clerk and Building Inspector. These maps 
as well as the accompanying Bellingham Flood Insurance 
Study are incorporated herein by reference. 


“4520. Development Regulations. 


The following requirements apply in the Flood Plain District: 


4521. Within Zone A, where the base flood elevation is not 
provided on the FIRM, the applicant shall obtain any 
existing base flood elevation data and it shall be re- 
viewed by the Building Inspector for its reasonable 
utilization toward meeting the elevation or flood- 
proofing requirements, as appropriate, of the State 
Building Code. 


4522. Inthe floodway designated on the Flood Boundary 
and Floodway Map, the following provisions shall 
apply: 

(a) All encroachments, including fill, new con- 
struction, substantial improvements to existing 
structures, and other development, are prohibited 
unless certification by a registered professional 
engineer is provided by the applicant demon- 
strating that such encroachment shall not result 
in any increase in flood levels during the occurence 
of the 100-year flood.

Any development which will result in creation of 40,000 square 
feet or more of building coverage and paved surfaces shall 
employ storm water leaching basins, retention basins, or other 
devices as necessary in order that peak flows through existing 
drainage structures or channels off the premises are not in- 
creased in a 20-year storm. Drainage calculations by a registered 
professional engineer shall be submitted in each such case.”

VOTED: That the Town amend its code of by-laws, Chapter 3 Animals 
and Fowl in the following manner: 


Add section 3.2 which reads as follows: 


3.2 No person shall permit a dog owned or kept by him beyond the confines 
of the property of the owner or keeper unless the dog is held firmly on a leash. 
_ The length of a leash shall not exceed six feet when off the property of the 
owner keeper. An owner or keeper may use a leash of a greater length to 
restrain a dog on the property of an owner or keeper, provided the dog is 
securely confined to the premises of the owner or keeper. 


Delete the content of section 3.6 of the by-law and substitute therefor the 
following: 


3.6 Interim restraint or muzzling of dogs generally; causes. 


The Dog Officer may request and file complaints against dog owners from 

the appropriate district court or may restrain or muzzle, or issue an interim 

order to restrain or muzzle any dog for a period not to exceed fourteen (14) 

days, for any of the following reasons: 

(A) For having bitten any person. 

(B) If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, while an 
order for the restrain of such dog is in effect. 
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(C) For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any other 
domesticated animal. 
(D) For any violation of section 3.2. 


Upon restraining or muzzling, or issuing an interim order to restrain or 
muzzle, the Dog Officer shall submit in writing to the Selectmen a report 

of his action and the reasons therefor. Upon receipt of such report, the 
Selectmen may make such order concerning the restraint, muzzling, or 
disposal of such dog as may be deemed necessary. If the Selectmen fail to 

act upon the report during the period the dog is restrained or muzzled, upon 
expiration of the period, the interim order automatically is vacated. By-laws, 
3-21-69, Art. 41S 4, by-laws, 12-15-80, Art. 10. 


All other aspects of said Chapter 3 are to remain unamended. 
(Recommended by Finance Committee) 


ARTICLE 15. BY-LAW AMENDMENT — QUORUM 


VOTED: That the Town amend the provisions of section 2-40 required 
quorum: application of quorum to election of Town officers, of the code of 
by-laws, Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts which currently reads: 


“The number of voters necessary to constitute a quorum at any town 
meeting shall be one hundred (100); provided however, that a number 
less than a quorum may from time to time adjourn the same. This 
section shall not apply to such parts of the meetings as are devoted 
exclusively to the election of town officers”, 


To read: 


“The number of voters necessary to constitute a quorum at any town 

meeting shall be zero (0). This section shall not apply to such parts of 

meetings as are devoted exclusively to the election of town officers’. 
(Recommended by Finance Committee) 


ARTICLE 16. BY-LAW AMENDMENT — VETERANS GRAVES 


VOTED: Unanimously voted that the Town amend its code of by-laws by 
adding thereto, the following: 


“Section 6-13. Veterans Graves 
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No unauthorized person or persons will be permitted to remove or tamper 
with the flags and/or markers on the graves of veterans which are placed 
there by the memorial Veterans Day Committee and/or members of the 
Cemetery Committee and/or the Veterans Grave Officers.” 

(Recommended by Finance Committee) 


ARTICLE 23. ZONING BY-LAW AMENDMENT — POLITICAL SIGNS 


VOTED: That the Town amend the Bellingham Zoning By-law by adding 
Section 3126 and by adding to Article V. Definitions to include Signs, Political, 
both to read as follows: 


“3126. Political Signs may be located subject to the consent of property 
owners. They may be displayed for Annual or Special Town Elections, State, 
County and Federal Elections to include Primary Elections, for a Period of 
four (4) weeks prior to election day and shall be removed within seven (7) 
days after election day. In the case of a Primary Election the winning can- 
didate may leave signs on display until seven (7) days following the final 
election. The property owner shall be responsible for removal of all signs ~ 
within the prescribed seven (7) days after an election. No political sign may 
be placed on utility poles or other utility devices. No signs may be displayed 
within one hundred fifty (150) feet from the entrance of the polling place on 
primary or election day. 


No Political sign may have a total area greater than sixteen (16) square feet. 
No single lot may have more than three (3) signs total. No sign may be placed 
so as to obstruct any intersecting roads or driveways.” 


Article V. Definitions 


“Signs, Political. A sign whose subject matter relates to a candidate or can- 
didates for elective office or to a question to appear on an election ballot.”

Reduction of privacy, damage to the natural environ- 
ment, and difficulties of utility provision must be no greater than 
would be expected for standard land division at that location. 


“2587. The proposal must be determined by the Planning 
Board to not circumvent the intent of the Subdivision Control 
law. 
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‘Any reduced frontage lot created under these provisions shall be 
shown and identified on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board 
‘Lot approved for reduced lot frontage’.”

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGISTRARS 
The Board of Registrars elected Emile W. Niedzwiadek as its chairman 
for the year 1983. Other members are Gordon D. Curtis, June E. Hill, and 
Bertrand Z. Remillard, who also serves as clerk. 


Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required by 
law for the Annual Town Election, Annual Town Meeting and all Special 
Town Meetings. In addition, voter registration has been provided by the 
Town Clerk on a year round basis at his office in the Town Hall during 
regular office hours. Office hours are Monday through Thursday from 
8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. and the office is closed for lunch from 12:00 P.M. 
to 1:00 P.M. The hours on Friday are from 8:30 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. and the 
office is also open every Monday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M.

We again wish to remind residents of some of the laws which they should 
be aware of regarding voter registration to preclude any future problems 
regarding their voting status. They are: 


ie When voters move from one street address to another within the 
town, they are required to file a written change of address notice 
with the Board of Registrars. This can be done in the Town 
Clerk’s office, and the special forms are available there. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election or 
town meeting, may register to vote before the final day of voter 
registration, even though they have not become 18 years of age 
on the date of registration. 


3. New residents may register to vote on their first day of residence 
in Bellingham and become immediately eligible to vote at all 
subsequent elections and town meetings, provided the registration 
is prior to the deadline for the particular election or town meeting. 
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4. Voter registration deadlines are now: 
a. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Election. 
b. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 
c. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 
d. 28 days prior to a Presidential Primary, State Primary and 
State Election. 
5. Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service, need 


not be registered voters. However, they cannot continue to vote 
after they are discharged from the service unless they do register 
to vote. 


The School Census was again combined with the Town Census this year, 
and both were taken simultaneously. 


All age groups were lsited, from birth on up, thus enabling us to deter- 
mine the Town’s total population, and providing for year-to-year comparisons. 


The Town’s population as of January 1, 1983 was certified as being 
14,098 persons. This was a decrease of 111 persons over the 1982 total of 
14,209. 


A complete tabulation of the Town’s population, back to 1765, is shown 
separately in the Town Clerk’s report. 


The Town’s resident population of all persons 17 years of age or older, 
by precinct and by sex, as of January 1, 1983, is as follows:

Bellingham: 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets at 7:30 P.M. the second 
Thursday of each month in the Director’s office at Wrentham Manor. 


During the past year the Housing Authority continued to operate and 
manage three State housing programs and one Federal program. 


The Housing Authority currently has under its management two elderly 
projects, namely Depot Court and Wrentham Manor, which comprise 120 
units under State Chapter 667. The projects had an operating budget of 
$184,451.00 for fiscal year 1983-84. 


Under State Chapter 705 housing program for low income families the 
Authority owns and maintains two properties consisting of three units. This 
program had an operating budget of $3,994.00 for 1983-84. 


Under State Chapter 707 Rental Assistance, the Authority has 31 units 
under contract with private landlords providing rent subsidy for low income 
families and elderly. A contract for financial assistance in support of these 
units totaled $83,952.00 this year. 


We also have a Section 8 Existing Housing subsidy contract with the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. Federal support of these 
30 units amounts to $85,000.00 a year.

BOARD MEETINGS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets regularly on a monthly 
basis on the second Thursday of each month. The meetings are conducted 
in the Executive Director’s Office at Wrentham Manor and are scheduled 
to commence at 7:30 p.m. 


The Authority’s annual meeting is held during the month of March 
after the annual town elections. 


CURRENT HOUSING PROGRAMS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority operated three state-aided and 
one federal-aided programs as of December 31, 1983. 


Project 667-C. The Authority operates two state-aided elderly housing 
projects under State Chapter 667, namely, Depot Court which was 
completed in 1969 and Wrentham Manor which was completed in 
1975. Under both projects a total of 120 dwelling units exist and were 
occupied as of December 31, 1983. Project 667-C had an operating 
budget of $184,451 for fiscal year 1983. 


Project 705-1. The Authority owns two properties in Town consisting 
of three units under the 705-1 state-aided program. Under this program, 
three dwelling units were occupied as of December 31, 1983. Project 
705-1 had an operating budget of $3,793 for fiscal year 1983. 


Rental Assistance - 707. Under the 707 program, the Authority has 
thirty-one tenants participating in this program as of December 31, 
1983. During the past year, $83,952 was allocated under the 707 
program to fund the thirty-one units. 


Housing Assistance Payments Program - Section 8. The Authority has 
a contract with the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
under Section 8 for existing housing subsidy in the amount of $84,672 
for federal support of thirty units. Under this program thirty units 
were occupied as of December 31, 1983. The Authority entered into 
contract with the Section 8 program in 1975. 
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ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR EACH HOUSING PROGRAM 


In determining eligibility for each housing program, the Bellingham 
Housing Authority follows the guidelines set by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts under the Regulation for Eligibility in State-Aided Public 
Housing, Effective Date: April 1, 1980. 


Guideline regulations for eligibility criteria are outlined as follows: 
eligibility regulation, age requirement for elderly housing, eligibility of 
handicap persons, personal care attendant guidelines, handicap eligibility 
for conventional units, net income limit for admission and continued 
occupancy, SMSA/Non-SMSA listing by city or town, net income limits 
by SMA, fair market rents, and residency requirements.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The library once again qualified for a direct state aid grant of $7,150.00 
by fulfilling the minimum state requirements. 


Museum passes sponsored by the Bellingham Junior Women’s Club are 
now available at the library for the Museum of Science and the Children’s 
Discovery Museum. A museum pass for the Museum of Fine Arts was 
obtained through a grant from the Bellingham Arts Council. The Arts 
Council also organized monthly art exhibits in watercolors, oil paintings, 
and crafts. 


Bellingham Electrical Co. in conjunction with the Friends of the Library 
donated a 19 inch Quasar Color television to enable the library to prepare 
for cable television and the wide variety of programs it has to offer. 


The Friends of the Library presented a computer system to the library. 
The system, which is available for the public to use, includes a Texas Instru- 
ment computer, a tape recorder, TI extended basic, a voice synthesizer and 
a variety of software. The library hopes the gift will help increase computer 
literacy in the community. The Friends were able to purchase the computer 
system by sponsoring a wine and cheese party and a book sale at Bellingham 
Day. We are grateful for their continued support throughout the year in- 
cluding the summer programs party and the Christmas party. 


Many groups in Bellingham used the library throughout the year. The 
St. Blaise Community Garden Club hosted a talk by Paul Lopes, a horti- 
cculturist from Norfolk County. The Blackstone Valley Health Center had 
a Christmas craft display at the library. The Historical Commission, the 
Arts Council, the Friends of the Library, and the Dungeons and Dragons 
Club also held regular meetings at the library. 


The Bellingham Lions Club gave a Speak and Math in Braille. A 
rhododendron was given to the library in memory of Mrs. Henry Wolf. 
The board gratefully acknowledges the many gifts of books, computer soft- 
ware, and the items mentioned above donated to the library throughout the 
year by the residents of Bellingham. 


The library participated in a statewide literacy project that was funded 
through a grant received by the Board of Library Commisisoners. The co- 
ordinators for the Bellingham project, Margaret H. Swicker and H. Perry 
Coppola, attended a week of training at a workshop for literacy volunteers 
hosted by the Bellingham Library. The library also received $300.00 worth 
of literacy materials to assist tutors and students in the literacy program. 
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At the Massachusetts Library Association’s annual conference the 
library received three public relations awards in the following categories: 
Annual Report, Original Bookmarks, and Cooperative Projects. 


Pre-school story hours were held twice a week during the spring, summer 
and fall. Thursday afternoon movies were offered for older chldren. The 
summer programs for all children were very popular ending with a party 
and entertainment sponsored by the Friends. The library staff visited the 
elementary schools and project pre-school to talk about books and the 
different services offered at the library. 


During the past year the circulation of materials and use cf the library 
has continued to increase while the library has also expanded the types of 
services to include literacy programs, museum passes, and computer services. 
The present library was built in 1930 when the population of Bellingham 
was 3,189. Over the past 53 years the population has increased by 11,020 
residents and the library circulation has increased by 39,434 items. Due to 
these large increases the building has become overcrowded and inadequate 
for the needs of the community. In order to improve the safety and security 
of the present building, a smoke and burglar alarm system has been installed. 


We would like to thank all the library staff for their continued dedi- 
cation, enthusiasm, and willingness to support the expansion of services 
available to the residents of Bellingham.

Dear Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Fiscal 1983 collections have not been as good as the previous year and 
steps are being taken to improve revenues. Ambulance fee collections has 
the distinction of having the poorest percentage ratio, and by its nature 
probably should be so. However, it does not mean that this should not be 
addressed. Therefore. I am requesting five (5) hours per week of additional 
work hours to be added to the Junior Clerk position, This time will be used 
for the sole purpose of improving ambulance fee collection and should pro- 
duce revenues many times greater than its cost which will be less than 
$1,500.00 annually. 


I am pleased to see that the Bellingham- Blackstone border dispute 
accounts have finally been resolved. 


I am proud to announce that this year I received my certification after 
completing a 3 year certification program instituted at U-Mass and con- 
ducted jointly by Mass. Collectors and Treasurers Association - Mass. Dept. 
of Revenue. This program which was initiated in 1980, should be very helpful 
to future collectors and treasurers in maintaining a professional office 
administration. 


The effects of 2% are still curtailing improvements within the small 
administrative departments of the Town which curtails progress in moderni- 
zation. However, computers are the way to go in the future and efforts have 
to be made to acquire these facilities. I am requesting your support in en- 
abling the Assessors, Accountant, Town Clerk and myself to purchase a 
computer system that will ultimately modernize our departments and reduce 
long term labor cost. 


Our Town Insurance program is continuing to save a good amount of 
tax dollars for the taxpayers. It is regretable that so little recognition is 
noted on such matters by the media, etc., as opposed to items which tend to 
discredit the Town, its Officials, and Personnel who do an outstanding job. 
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A hat tip to N. Andre Trudeau, Town Treasurer and Michael Reed, School 
Business Administrator for their hard work in keeping our insurance program 
running smoothly. 


In closing, I wish to thank all Boards, Officials, and Personnel that I 
have had to solicit their help during the Fiscal year. Particular recognition 
goes to my Department employees and Deputy Collector for their tireless 
efforts.

During 1983, the Bellingham Arts Council was actively involved in the 
accepting and reviewing of applications for funding through the Massachusetts 
Arts Lottery Council. Allotments are granted to cities and towns throughout 
the state from the very popular Megabucks game which has been in effect 
for approximately one year. Before Megabucks, communities were granted 
funds from a lottery system specifically set up for the arts. The system was 
not as well - received as the present one. 


Bellingham’s allotment for 1983 was $2,583.00 Applicants who were 
granted funding were: Bellingham Public Library - museum passes; 
Bellingham Junior Women’s Club - museum passes; Bellingham Arts 
Council - display cases for Memorial Junior-Senior High School; Roberta 
Henault - art education course; Robert Wood - continuing series of paintings. 


Applications for grants are at the library and may be submitted at any 
time during the year. The arts council will review applications for funding 
and send them on to the Boston council for final approval. Funding is dis- 
persed to cities and towns twice a year, usually in January and July. The 
Bellingham Arts Council urges individual artists as well as groups to apply 
for these grants in order to further the artistic growth of the community. 


The local council also encourages exhibits of local art works which have 
been held at the library.

REPORT OF THE INSURANCE COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Bellingham: 


The Insurance Commission members presently are J. Eugene Corriveau, 
Michael J. Reed, and N. Andre Trudeau. The commission has met on a 
regular basis and is constantly seeking to improve the insurance programs 
for the Town. 


Past proposals and subsequent implementation by the Town Treasurer 
are listed as follows: 


1. —Self-Insured Group Health and Life Insurance Program - although 
claims are active this program has proven to save in excess of 
$100,000 annually. 


2. Self-Insured Workmen’s Compensation Trust - administered by 
the Town Treasurer. Accident reports, claims follow up, and 
payment performed by Workmen’s Compensation Agent, Brenda 
M. Trudeau. A highly successful program with total savings to 
Town of approximately $95,000 annually. 
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Establishment of Safety Committee - monthly meetings and 
subsequent actions by Department Heads have led to a relatively 
low accident claims experience and has created awareness of 
safety principles amongst all town employees. 


A need was determined and a program established for the 
initiation of pre-employment physical examination for all town 
employees as well as an examination prior to returning to work 
after injuries. This program is designed to reduce the possibility 
of future workmen’s compensation claims for pre-existing 
ailments/disabilities and is administered by The Office of the 
Town Treasurer. 


Municipal Buildings Trust Fund - established to reduce insurance 
premiums paid by raising the deductible amounts formerly in 
effect. This fund should be set at a minimum of $30,000 which 

is felt to be adequate to handle any annual deductible differences. 


The Commission is presently studying all policies presently in effect 


and will strive to recommend changes beneficial to all concerned. We wish 
to thank all who have assisted in the changes effected this past year and ask 
that you continue to voluntarily assist in the future.

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REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Bellingham: 


During the year 1983 twenty three (23) accidents have been reported 
and processed. Two of these claims have resulted in lost time compensation, 
totaling $2,445.24 with reserves of $3,554.76. The remaining claims have 
been first aid cases resulting in costs of $317.47. 


The self-insured concept along with an established, efficient system of 
reporting and monitoring of all claims through this office has resulted in 
savings in excess of $200,000 to the Town of Bellingham. 


The avenues of communication provide by the Safety Committee has 
resulted in an awareness of safety principles and established a close working 
relationship between the varied town departments. Continued emphasis on 
the recommendations, as presented by the Safety Committee and Depart- 
ment Heads at monthly meetings, will result in the prevention of needless 
accidents and subsequent lost work time.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


At its 1983 reorganizational meeting, John Petrin was elected chairman. 
Bob Jolicoeur was welcomed and congratulated on his recent election. 


The budget cuts due to Prop. 2% have affected our budget tremend- 
ously in the last three years. Our budget has seen a 37.9% decrease in funds 
as compared to the year prior to Prop. 24%. Despite monetary restrictions, 
the Parks Commission has been able to maintain all phases of operation 
except for financial assistance to youth leagues. 


Besides maintaining present operations, the Parks Commisison, with 
much assistance from others, is planning to open two new recreational com- 
plexes in the next two years. Jenckes Reservoir, which was constructed by 
the Conservation Commission, will hopefully be open to the public for the’ 
1984 season. The Parks Commission will offer swimming and picnic areas 
for use by the public as well as its swim program which was conducted at 
the Lake St. site in 1983. 


The other major project is the High St. complex. This project was 
started in November when the National Guard came in with heavy equip- 
ment and completed approximately 1/3 of the heavy construction. The 
Guard will be back in the Spring of 1984 to complete that phase. The com- 
plex will house 2 softball diamonds, a baseball diamond, soccer-football 
field, and a playground area. This complex is expected to be completed 
for Summer of 1985. We would like to thank all those who have assisted us 
in this endeavor. Special thanks goes to the people of the Bellingham Athletic 
Boosters Club who have donated much of their time. 


Again this year, as in the past, The Parks Commission extends its 
grateful appreciation to all those volunteers who made all the youth and 
athletic programs possible. The Board would also like to extend thanks to 
the Conservation Commission, Highway Department, and Water Department 
for their help and support. 


The Board would finally like to commend and express its thanks to 
the maintenance crew, playground instructors, and swim instructors for 
their dedication to the youth and programs that are enjoyed by all.

The year of 1983 has been a year of progress for the Board of Health. 


The addition of Steve Niro as Health Agent marked the first Registered 
Sanitarian to hold this position. With this addition, a revised Inspection for 
Restaurants has been possible. A new point system has allowed grading on 
a more accurate standard. This new system will be used for a similar up- 
grading of the Inspections for Retail Food Stores. 


This year also marked the first year of the new combined Sanitary 
Landfill/Septage Lagoons Contract. After a one-year extension of the 
previous contract, Weston & Sampson Engineers, Inc., Environmental 
Consultants, was contracted to review and revise our Contract to meet 1983 
State Codes for Sanitary Landfills. Bids were accepted and the new three- 
year Contract was awarded to B & M Construction Company of Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island. 


Mr. Ralph A. Martell was appointed as our Hazardous Waste Co- 
ordinator. Mr. Martell has attended several Regional and State meetings 
on hazardous materials, ground water protection, and safety precautions. 
As 1983 came to a close, the formation of a complete Hazardous Waste 
Committee has been undertaken by our Board. 1984 promises to be an active 
year for progress with this new Committee. 


Mrs. Emma L. Cousens was elected Secretary for the Central 
Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health and a Member of the Nomin- 
ating Committee for the 1984 Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, 
Inc. The two positions will enhance the Board’s background, as well as 
insure continued growth in areas of public health awareness. 


As the year closes, the Board would like to thank our Clerk, Judy Jerrier, 
our Plumbing and Gas Inspector, Paul St. George, our Health Agent, Steve 
Niro, and our Hazardous Waste Coordinator, Ralph Martell, for their ex- 
cellent work throughout the past year. We appreciate and acknowledge 
the continuous support of all our Town Boards, Departments, and Com- 
mittees.

MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies 
into a system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective and eco- 
nomically feasable. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to sustain larval growth. 


Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated on the 
draining of shallow, standing, stagnant water and the maintenance of 
existing flow systems which contribute to mosquito breeding sources.

During the fiscal year 1982-1983 the sum of $100,125.24 was earned 
by my investment of revenue proceeds as well as Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds. Once again these earnings were realized despite the requirements 
for borrowing in anticipation of Tax Revenue as well as the renewal of said 
borrowing because of the delay in setting the tax rate. Trust Fund reinvest- 
ment earnings exceeded $45,000.

Cost 
to the Town during the past year was $11,493.00. 
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2. | Workmen’s Compensation Trust: 


Self insurance for workmen’s compensation claims. All claims are 
channelled to the Workmen’s Compensation Agent - Assistant Town 
Treasurer Brenda Trudeau - for verification, recording, monitoring and 
subsequent payment. Claims paid this past year total $2,762.71. Significant 
savings have been realized by the Town since the starting date of this trust - 
estimated $180,000. 


I once again wish to commend and thank all departments for their 
continued cooperation. I also wish to commend and thank my staff for 
their continued loyalty and job dedication this past year.

Fire Department Activity 


The Fire Department responded to 33 building fires; 11 household 
appliances; 78 vehicle assistance calls; 47 box alarms; 202 grass, brush, 
etc.; 139 investigations; 62 special details; and gave mutual aid to Woon- 
socket 1 and Blackstone 1; and received mutual aid from Woonsocket 1. 
The department handled 783 calls in the Rescue division. 


Total calls for 1983 were 1694; compared to 1603 in 1982; 1865 in 
1981; 1969 in 1980; 1999 in 1979; and 2081 in 1978. Also the department 
issued, after inspection, 336 permits. The total is inclusive of these. 


Building fires were broken down as follows: 21 chimney fires; 6 house 
fires; 3 residential garage fires; 1 farm greenhouse; 1 shed and 1 commercial 
building fire. To further extend the above figures a cause breakdown has 
been provided to show ‘he most common causes of these fires during the 
year. Below are the causes and the numbers of each: 
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Heating devices - 24 (this includes fires caused by woodstoves, fireplaces, 
space heaters, oil and gas fired furnaces, etc.); electrical fires - 3; children - 
2; lightning strike - 1; careless disposal of smoking materials - 1; automobile 
engine compartment inside garage - 1 and arson - 1. The suspect arrested in 
the arson fire is presently being tried in court for the offense by fire and 
police officials. 


Appliance fires were broken down as follows: dryer - 4; television - 2; 
dishwasher switch - 1; gas grill - 1; stove/oven - 1; lawnmower - 1; and 
water heater - 1. 


Box Alarms were broken down as follows: malicious false alarms - 14; 
accidental/malfunctions - 27; vehicle fires - 2; brush fires - 1; sprinkler 
alarm - 2; and motor vehicle accident - 1. 


Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows: vehicle fires - 40; 
gasoline washdowns - 32; and assist with Jaws of Life - 6. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 459 home emergencies; 
185 motor vehicle accidents; 86 miscellaneous; and 53 mutual aid. 
(TO: Franklin - 27; Blackstone - 4; and Woonsocket - 2. FROM: Franklin - 
13; Woonsocket - 4; Blackstone - 2; and Medway - 1). 


Inspections and Permits 


Inspections were made of businesses, and where needed, corrections 
were recommended. Several types of permits were issued along with in- 
spections. The permits issued were as follows: 40 for fuel oil storage; 16 for 
smoke detectors in new construction; storage of propane - 18; blasting 
permits - 3; storage of black powder - 5; storage of smokeless powder - 4; 
storage of model rockets - 1; tank truck inspection certificates - 2; display 
of fireworks - 2; removal of underground gasolie tanks (Ch. 148 Sec. 38A 
M.G.L.) - 2; and smoke detectors in homes prior to resale - 243. 


In addition to the above permits, 520 open burning permits were issued. 
It is a proven fact that the inspections of all businesses throughout the year 
by fire personnel has helped to keep the incidents of fire in these establish- 
ments to zero. All local business persons are to be commended for their 
cooperation in trying to make their places of business violation free for the 
safety of their employees, patrons, as well as for themselves. 
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Fire Prevention, Public Education, and Safety 


All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were held. 
Last year a program entitled Firework was introduced into the schools in 
the interest of fire prevention during Fire Prevention Week. With the interest 
of expanding the fire prevention education program to a year round pro- 
gram as opposed to the once a year program. Chief Ranieri introduced a 
new fire education program into the school system. Under the direction of 
Firefighter Thomas Guerin the “Captain No Burn” program was imple- 
mented through the combined efforts of fire officials, school department 
administration and faculty, and three local merchants. Composed of various 
fire safety topics, the program is presented as part of the curriculum by the 
school faculty with follow-up by firefighting personnel. The material is 
presented through the use of filmstrips, cassette tapes, student handbooks 
and also allows for parental participation. 


At this time the Chief wishes to thank Firefighter Guerin, the school 
administration and particularly the teaching staff for their cooperation in 
implementing this program. Funding for the materials used in the program 
was provided by Eastern Enameling/Jaco Inc., Fiber-Taxis Inc. and the 
R. P. Smith Sons Insurance Agency. 


Chief Ranieri, through the news media, ran a week-long program on 
the history of fire prevention week, smoke detectors, Project E.D.1.T.H., 
etc. Various fire prevention and safety materials including “Tot Finders” 
guidelines to safe installation of wood burning stoves, etc. were distributed 
to many residents during the year. 


Various seasonal safety articles were run throughout the year, such as 
“Safe Fueling of Lawnmowers”, “Halloween Safety Tips”, “Do’s and Don’ts 
for Christmas Safety’, “Maintenance and Proper Use of Heating Devices,” 
etc: 


Chief Ranieri and neighboring Chiefs which comprise the Greater 
Woonsocket Fire Chiefs’ Mutual Aid Association composed and taped 
public education radio spots. The spots consisted of various fire safety tips 
and were aired on WWON and WNRI. It is believed that these spots are 
timely reminders and play a significant role to reach the public in the Greater 
Woonsocket area of which Bellingham is included. 


Numerous C.P.R. courses were sponsored and held at the Center Fire 
Station to educate the public in the life saving procedures of C.P.R. Co- 
ordinating the courses was Firefighter Marcel Crepeau. Instructors were 
Firefighters Ernest Hadley, Christopher Bergeron, Peter Bergeron and 
Crepeau. 
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Although building fires were down in 1983 from 1982, the leading cause 
of these were chimney and woodstove problems. The Chief wishes to caution 
all residents with wood stoves and other solid fuel heating devices that the 
maintenance and periodic cleaning of stoves, and particularly chimneys is 
very critical to the safe operation of these and other heating units. Failure 
to use caution with the above procedures could result in a devastating fire 
which could take the life of a loved one or even your own. Also the Chief 
wishes to remind residents that the use of unvented kerosene space heaters 
in buildings used for human habitation is in violation of the state fire regu- 
lations and the Mass. General Laws. 


The Chief wishes to remind residents that fire personnel are available 
to speak at meetings of various social and professional groups. To obtain a 
speaker call the fire station at 966-1112 several weeks in advance of the 
desired date to make arrangements with the Chief. 


Vehicles and Training 


A scheduled daily, weekly, and monthly maintenance program of all 
vehicles and equipment was held throughout the year through the cooper- 
ation of the permanent firefighters, especially Leonard Hadley, and most 
of the vehicles are in fair shape considering their age. Last year a request 
was submitted to the Selectmen to replace a 1960 Ford pumper but due to 
the fiscal constraints the article was passed over and not placed before the 
town meeting. Once again I will be requesting a replacement vehicle for the 
previous year’s request. In addition to this vehicle, a request is being proposed 
to replace a 1954 International brush fire truck with a more modern and 
economical brush firefighting unit. The 1954 vehicle is in desperate need of 
replacement. 


The call firefighters completed the training course sessions for 1983. 
All personnel were recertified in C.P.R. Training sessions will be held on a 
monthly basis. The officers and men are to be commended for their sincere 
dedication that they have shown. 


The permanent firefighters have received on duty training under the 
direction of Firefighter Marcel Crepeau. Also several seminars were pre- 
sented for call and permanent firefighters through the Massachusetts Fire- 
fighting Academy. Topics covered were “Firefighter Safety” and “Safe Pro- 
cedures in Extinguishing Vehicle Fires’. Firefighter Chris Bergeron was 
assigned the scheduling of classes with fire academy staff. 
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Rescue coordinator Marcel Crepeau has been running the in-service 
training in the rescue division so that all E.M.T.’s can meet their training 
requirements for recertification. Many thanks to Marcel for his devoted 
efforts to train the men so as to operate a more efficient rescue division. 


Fire Alarm Division 


Fire Alarm Supt. William Borkowski reports that at present there are 
44 street boxes, 17 master boxes, 3 station boxes, and 4 private company 
boxes. Fire alarm boxes were tested and serviced as recommended. Crews 
under the direction of the Supt. performed maintenance throughout the 
year including trimming along circuit lines, daily ground readings, testing 
boxes, maintenance of the emergency generator, etc. 


Buildings 

Last year the Police/Fire Study Committee recommended to the Town 
that an article be placed on the ballot for the annual election to allow voters 
to decide whether or not to replace and refurbish the existing Center Fire 
Station. Due to language error the matter was not placed before the voters. 
Since that time no action has been taken. It is important that this space 


deficiency at the Center Station be addressed either through new construction 
or through possible renovation and/or addition to the existing facilities. 


Other 


The Chief turned in the sum of $1,987.19 to the Town Treasurer for 
1983. The amount is broken down as follows: Oil burner fees - $96.00; Smoke 
Detector fees - $1,305.00; Fire and rescue reports - $60.00; Restitution for 
Fires and False Alarms - $85.22; Outside Details - $102.40; Tank Truck 
Inspection fees - $10.00; and Reimbursement for On Job Injury Wages - 
$328.57. Also the sum of $16,253.63 was turned over for ambulance fees 
as collected and reported by the ambulance billing clerk. 


The Police Department has been cooperative in assisting with various 
charges brought against individuals as well as assisting fire and rescue 
personnel at emergency scenes. 


For the fifth consecutive year the fire calls have been lowered. A portion 
of this was due to a reduction in brush fires due to a rainy spring and fall. 
However, an important part of the lower number can be hopefully attributed 
to the education of both students and adults in the proper fire prevention 
and fire reaction techniques which reduce the number of fire incidents. It 
is also due in part to the routine annual commercial inspections which point 
out the various hazards which exist and can be corrected to reduce the chance 
of incident. Also for the third consecutive year the Chief is pleased to announce 
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that there were no fire fatalities in Bellingham fires. The Chief again wishes 
to strongly urge that residents install, maintain and periodically test smoke 

detectors. Several residential fires occurred where detectors gave occupants 
early warning so as to safety evacuate the building. 


Firefighter Antonio Marcotte, a call firefighter for twenty-one years 
retired from the department during 1983. I wish to thank Firefighter 
Marcotte for his sincere and unselfish dedication to the community and 
wish him and his family the very best in the future. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police Depart- 
ment, and other Town departments for their assistance. Particular appreci- 
ation goes to the firefighters, both permanent and call, for their dedication 
and cooperation in my efforts to better serve the citizens of Bellingham in 
the protection of life and property. May 1984 be a fire safe and prosperous 
year for all residents.

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending 12/31/83. Again I am 
pleased to report that fiscal year ending 1983 showed financial improvements. 
The Town Collector showed water collections of $354,000.00 and our total 
expenses were $261,000.00 which included funded debt. 


We received town meeting approval to correct under sized water main 
problems on Beech, Newland and Prairie Streets. Repairs to Pumping Station 
No. 8 pump, also surged, cleaned and redeveloped P.S. No. 2 & 3, for a total 
cost of $48,500.00. The majority of work was done by the Water and Highway 
Departments. 


The cost of removing iron and manganese at Pumping Station No. 7 & 
8 were estimated at $500,000.00 to $1,000,000.00 which is not financial feasible. 
Pumping Station No. 7 had to be shut down because of consumer complaints. 
Pumping Station No. 8 was used only as high demands were required with 
monitoring of complaints from this source. We were given town approval to 
test No. 9 well site off Depot Street and hope to have Pumping Station No. 9 
in the system by late 1984 or early 1985 to control our iron and manganese 
problem. 


We are continuing our meter recycling and repair program with the 
new implementation of the ARB System which avoids false readings. A 
Capital Outlay program has been submitted for 84-85 and hope it to be 
approved. 


I wish to express my thanks to town officials, Department Heads, 
employees of the Water Department and the citizens of Bellingham for 
their help and cooperation during 1983.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors reorganized for 1983 with Joseph LeBlanc being 
re-elected as Chairman. Barbara Gautreau was re-appointed as clerk to the 
Board. Joseph Laplante was elected filling the seat that Donat Laplante 
served in for the last 27 years. We would like to give special thanks to Donat 
for the dedication he has shown the Town and wish him well in retirement. 


As of July 1, 1983, the position of full time Assessor was added to the 
Board. The by-laws were amended so as to allow for the election of this 
position every three years. This position is long overdue. With this position, 
the Board is more accessible to the people to assist in any manner. 


A classification hearing was held on October 11, 1983. At this hearing 
all of the options with regard to classification and the use of different tax 
rates for the different classes of property were discussed. After weighing the 
information, the Board of Selectmen agreed to the classification factor of 
one, thereby taxing all property at the same rate. 


The Department of Revenue certified the tax rate of $20.62 on October 
17, 1983. Bellingham was within the first 10% of the towns and cities to set 
a tax rate for fiscal year 1984. The following was certified by the State.

The Fiscal 1984 tax rate of $20.62 is broken down to $11.62 for School 
and $9.36 for General Government. This rate is a 2% increase over last 
years rate of $20.19 which keeps the Town within the confines of 
Proposition 244. 
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Proposition 2% continues to have adverse effects on the Town. In F'scal 
1985, the Town will only be able to increase the amount to be raised by 
taxation 24 percent or $122,000. This limited amount will cause much 
concern especially in the area of capital outlay which has been sorely 
neglected due to the constraints of Proposition 24%. 


We wish to thank the Collector’s office, Treasurer’s office, Accountant’s 
office and all other persons for their cooperation during the past year. 
Particular recognition goes to the clerks in our office for their untiring

There are numerous committees in Town Government made up of 
the local citizens with each committee contributing to the quality of life 
in our town. Committees such as Cable Television Advisory Committee, 
Conservation Commission, Historical Commission, Industrial Development 
Commission; Personnel Board; Zoning Board of Appeals (to name a few) all 
serve as an integral part of Town Government. These Boards are made up of 
residents like yourself appointed by the Selectmen to serve for specified terms 
of office.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During 1983 the Finance Committee held hearings regarding three 
Special Town Meetings and the Annual Town Meeting. In all, more than 
sixty warrant articles were dealt with, along with another sixty operating 
budgets for Fiscal Year 1983-84. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May and at related Special Town 
Meetings, the Town appropriated approximately $11.4 million to be raised 
in Fiscal ’84. We continue to be heavily dependent upon state aid to balance 
our budget, as evidenced by the fact that our annual Cherry Sheet receipts 
equal 45% of our town’s operating budget. Furthermore, under Proposition 
2%, for the Town to fund even minimal budget increases it is vital that the 
local aid increase each year as well. 


Even with the state aid, we needed to transfer $63,000 from “Free 
Cash” in September to bring the budget in line before the tax rate could 
be set. Unfortunately, this reliance on Free Cash each year is becoming 
more and more precarious. In December, the Town’s Free Cash balance 
was only about $65,000 - not much of a contingency fund for a town the 
size of Bellingham. Our resources are limited and they must be spent wisely. 
As spending decisions are made, we hope the recommendations of the 
Finance Committee will be considered thoughtfully. 


The membership on the committee experienced a few changes in 1983. 
Ronald Baron and William McCarthy resigned their seats and were replaced 
by William Hartung and Patrick Tropeano, who himself left after only a 
few meetings and was then replaced by John Molloy. The committee looks 


forward to working with the various town boards and officials in the year 
ahead.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Each year brings new hopes and challenges, and this year is no different. 
We began 1982-83 with a minimum of problems, a fine start resulting from 
staff and community cooperation and planning. Now we face longer term 
issues. 


Bellingham Public Schools are in a period of declining enrollment. This 
does not bring with it, however, a decreasing need for educational services 
or a decreasing cost of providing them. Quite the opposite. 


Substantial pressures are upon us. Since 1975, when enrollment peaked 
at over 4,500 students, it has decreased to the present 2,857. Within four 
years we anticipate 2,652 students. These declines have obvious and subtle 
implications. School closings and staff layoffs have already been necessary. 
When those unpopular and sometimes painful actions confront us, we must 
remember our chief goal: providing quality education to the youth of 
Bellingham. 


Education is a complex enterprise that is vital, but also costly, in a time 
of decreasing financial resources. Because of this, we must not only be 
effective in terms of providing a sound education for our students, but also 
efficient in terms of ensuring the maximum worth from every dollar. The 
Bellingham School Department has strived to achieve that balance by seeking 
the best educational program, while at the same time keeping costs as low 
as possible. 


We have continued our pursuit of excellence in our local schools, and 
are proud to report to you, the outstanding accomplishments achieved by 
our students. Excellence can be obtained only through the close cooperation 
of home and school and through broad community support. The Administra- 
tive Staff joins me in thanking you for your support of our local public 
schools. We also want to commend our teaching and support staff for their 
' contributions to Bellingham Public Schools.

ANNUAL REPORT 


An account of Bellingham Public Schools for the past year, this report 
covers educational programs and services that were provided for about 2,900 
students, their accomplishments and other activities. The average daily 
attendance for all schools was 94.5% 
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BASIC SKILLS IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


The Bellingham Public School System has continued in its effort to 
promote effective instruction and remediation for students in the basic skills 
areas of reading, mathematics, writing and listening. Over the past year, 
staff and parents have been educated to the serious nature of scholastic 
improvement by various federal and state reports on the status of education. 
To help address this issue, the Bellingham Basic Skills Committee has at- 
tempted to provide for a comprehensive package of educational services 
including testing and follow-up of students, in-service instruction for teachers 
and administrators and public meetings for parents. 


Since the initial intent of the Basic Skills Policy by the State Board of 
Education in 1979 was to enable as many students as possible to master basic 
skills in critical subject areas, the Bellingham Public Schools have taken a 
strong and effective approach to this task. Each year, noticeable increases 
in students’ achievement of minimum standards across subject areas and 
grade levels have been documented. For this past school year (1982-83) from 
80% to 98% of our students tested met basic skills criteria. Classroom 
teachers as well as parents have put forth an extended effort to focus on basic 
skills areas which has provided dividends for our students. 


Basic Skills Testing was performed in grades 3, 6 and 8 in reading, 
mathematics, writing and listening during the 1982-83 school year. To 
provide as many students as possible with the familiarity of testing during 
the 1983-84 school year, students will be tested in all grades from 2 through 
10. This comprehensive testing program should give teachers substantial 
information regarding strengths and weaknesses of students. In addition to 
a new achievement test, The Stanford Achievement Test (1982 norms), 
students in grades 3, 6 and 9 will be given the Otis Lennon School Ability 
Test. This will allow teachers to compare their students overall intellectual 
ability with daily classroom achiévement. At the secondary level, tenth grade 
students will be administered the National Education Development Test 
which will help them in preparation for Scholastic Ability Tests in the 
eleventh or twelfth grades. 


In order to improve instructional strategies of the staff, a series of 
relevant in-service programs have been scheduled for reading and writing. 
Since writing skills are an important element to upgrade, special cum- 
mulative writing folders in which students complete compositions and 
comparisons of work can be made on a yearly basis have been implemented. 
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The Basic Skills Committee is coordinated by Frank Connor, School 
Psychologist. The committee is comprised of administrators, teachers and 
parents. The tasks of the committee include: setting basic skills objectives 
and pass/fail test standards, providing instruction aimed at those objectives; 
testing students annually at three grade levels and publically reporting the 
results; providing assistance to students who do not meet standards; and 
involving a broad range of staff personnel in the entire process. 


ENROLLMENT 


As of December 31, 1983, 2,857 students were enrolled in kindergarten 
through the twelfth grade in Bellingham Public Schools. This number reflects 
a drop in school enrollments of 182 students and extends the trend of de- 
clining enrollments in our public schools.

COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION VISITS 
BELLINGHAM PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


On March 31, 1983, Dr. John Lawson, Massachusetts Commisisoner of 
Education, toured local education facilities and addressed a group of officials 
and residents during a luncheon at Bellingham Memorial Junior-Senior 
High School. 


He praised the school system for having good class sizes, more equip- 
ment than most schools and being way out front in the area of computers. 


Lawson also stated that Bellingham’s state aid has been above average, 
but that the school department’s per pupil cost has remained well below the 
‘state average. He told the gathering that Bellingham was going to have to 
do more for education if it wanted to achieve its potential for becoming an 
outstanding school system. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


This past year we increased the number of Apple II microcomputers: 
being used in elementary schools. We purchased eight additional micro- 
computers with federal funds bringing the total number available for student 
use to 20. 
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In-service programs for elementary teachers included two workshops that 
provided 48 teachers with the necessary skills to use microcomputers for 
instructional purposes. Workshops for improvement of writing skills consisted 
of a four-month course in which 30 primary teachers (grades K-3) partici- 
pated to gain more instructional techniques for teaching writing skills to 
young children. A second in-service day program for teachers in grades 3 
through 12 focused on using a new management system for the writing 
program. | 


A group of teachers from Stall Brook School worked in concert with 
the Weymouth Historical Project Committee in developing curricula related 
to local history, geography and town government. 


Noted lecturer and journalist, Jim Trelease, was featured at an 
elementary teachers in-service program and at a joint PTO function for 
parents. Mr. Trelease presented an approach for teachers and parents to 
motivate children to read. 


SPECIAL EVENTS CONDUCTED IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 
Stall Brook School 


Stall Brook School commemorated its Tenth Anniversary with an 
educational fair that attracted many people who joined in the massive 
celebration. 


Seventh grade students embarked on a community project which 
included the construction of a bridge over Stall Brook, a cleanup of Stall 
Brook and beautification of the surrounding school grounds. Miss Lori-Jean 
Fafard, Grade 7 teacher, was honored by the Charles River Watershed 
Association and the Environmental Protection Agency for her efforts in 
motivating Stall Brook School students to get involved with the cleanup 
of the Charles River. 


Several grade six students were invited to visit with Governor Michael 
Dukakis during which time the Governor issued a proclamation commending 
the students for their participation during “Cleanup Month in Massachusetts.” 


South District 


In the South District, sixth grade students participated in environmental 
education programs at the Horizons for Youth Camp in Sharon, Massachusetts. 
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Numerous field trips for all grades were also conducted. Students saw 
the Nutcracker Suite concert in Providence, viewed educational films, 
enjoyed skating parties, and took part in puppet shows and other enriching 
live programs. 


The Captain Noburn Fire Safety Program sponsored by the Bellingham 
Fire Department was implemented in South District Schools. 


Sixth grade students at Assumption School were selected by the De- 
partment of Health to participate in a state-wide Serelogy Testing Program 
to check on past immunizations. 


Macy School 


The Second Annual Arts Festival was held at Macy School during the 
week of May 23, 1983. 


A banquet honoring seventh grade students was conducted on June 16 
with special ceremonies and entertainment. 


Sixth grade students participated in outdoor educational programs 
at the Horizons for Youth Camp in Sharon, Massachusetts. 


A pilot program of allowing seventh grade students to make elective 
choices was implemented and is being monitored to determine its success. 


Field trips were made available to all students with the financial 
support of the PTO. 


Elementary school children were fingerprinted (with parental consent). 
The Bellingham Police Department, along with PTO volunteers who assisted, 
provided this service. 


MEMORIAL JUNIOR/SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The Forty-Fifth Commencement Exercises of the class of 1983 took 
place on June 3, 1983. A total of 196 seniors received their diplomas from 
School Committee Chairman, Henri O. Masson. The valedictorian for the 
Class of 1983 was Lucie I. Parenteau and Jeanne A. Galipeau was the class 
salutatorian. 


Several in-service programs and workshops were conducted for members 
of the teaching staff. Computer in-service training was offered for instruction 
on the use of IBM System 34 and TRS 80 computers. A workshop for English 
Teachers introduced a new management system for improving the writing 
program for students. An Assertive Discipline workshop for teachers and 
school administrators provided some new techniques for maintaining good 
discipline. 
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Two workshop sessions were scheduled to obtain some community 
response to the Bell Commission Report - A Nation At Risk. Although 
these sessions did not bring out a large number of respondents, recom- 
mendations for implementing some changes in our secondary school in- 
structional programs will be presented to the School Committee for their 
consideration. 


A follow-up program on drug awareness included the showing of a film 
entitled “Kids, Drugs and Alcohol.” This film was viewed by all students 
and teachers. 


A new staff member, Mr. Ronald Bonollo, was appointed to the position 
of Health Teacher/Coordinator. Mr. Bonollo is working in close liaison with 
school administrators to oversee the implementation of the health curriculum 
for grades K-12. 


Guidance Department 


The Guidance staff at the secondary level now includes the Guidance 
Department Head, three counselors and a full-time clerk. We currently 
service students in grades 8-12. The counselor-student ratio is approximately 
310 to 1, while department head ratio is 230 to 1. 


The Career Resource Center is currently being operated by trained 
volunteer students, monitored by the counseling staff. Each morning, prior 
to the homeroom period, a counselor is available in the Career Center to 
answer any questions and to make appointments for students. 


The center is stocked with a wide variety of information including the 
latest texts and reference guides on careers, colleges and scholarship in- 
formation. Brochures and applications for all college and technical schools 
are being updated on a daily basis. 


Over one hundred college, technical school and armed services repre- 
sentatives visited our school in 1983 to meet with any interested students. A 
monthly newsletter is issued to seniors notifying students of these visitors as 
well as other pertinent senior information. 


Numerous local civic groups and organizations make scholarships avail- 
able to our high school graduates. Any scholarships which become available, 
whether local, regional or national, are advertised in the senior newsletters 
and on the guidance bulletin board. Students in the Class of 1983 were 
offered and are taking advantage of $104,851 in financial assistance to 
further their education. 
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In addition to scholarships available to all graduates, the Guidance 
Department also made available and completed the following special 
programs: 


The Hugh O’Brien Leadership Program - A Grade 10 Program 
The Century III Leaders Scholarship Program - A Grade 12 Program 
The American Legion National High School Oratorical Contest - Grades 9-12 


Through contact with the Dean of Studies at Dean Junior College, ar- 
rangements have been made for five (5) Bellingham High School seniors to 
enroll in one (1) class each at Dean for the fall and spring semester - free of 
charge. This program has been in operation for several years and we have 
been invited to continue to participate. The students will receive both high 
school graduation credit and transferable college credit for the courses they 
successfully complete. 


Class Day exercises is an award ceremony conducted by the Guidance 
Department. It is a function which is held annually and is attended by the 
entire high school student body and faculty. Last year awards were presented 
in over 30 categories. Awards included scholarships, medals, pins, trophies 
and certificates of merit. Over one hundred students received special honor 
during this event on June 2, 1983. 


English Department 


The English Department has been working on the revision of the 11th 
and 12th grade programs for general and business students. Hopefully, 
commencing in September of 1984, 11th grade general course students will 
take a required full year course which will be structured in segments similar 
to the present 9th and 10th grade programs. Business students will continue 
to take the required full year Business English course presently offered. In 
the 12th grade, both general and business students will take a full year, 
required English 12 course. This course, is like its predecessors, English 9, 
10 and 11 of the general program. 


A cultural trip to Italy and Switzerland is being conducted by Mr. John 
Thuot of the English Department. At the present time, there are twenty-one 
applicants. Mr. Thuot feels that last year’s trip to England played an im- 
portant part in the tremendous response to this year’s excursion. 


Math Department 


During 1983, the Math Department added 3 TRS 80 microcomputers 
to its inventory bring the total to 6 and providing more “hands-on” 
capability for students in computer courses. 
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The department experienced a 20% increase in students electing the 
computer math courses and implemented a locally devised computer pro- 
gram for record keeping of student grades. 


Social Studies Department 


In the past year the social studies curriculum guide for grades eight 
through twelve was approved by the Bellingham School Committee. It is 
hoped that the guide will help facilitate and standardize the instruction 
of social studies skills and knowledge. : 


In the past several months, various social studies teachers have attended 
the following professional conferences: The North East Regional Conference 
for the Social Studies in Hartford, The New England Conference on 
Teaching and Learning in Boston, The Annual Framingham State History 
Conference, and the Eighth Annual Teaching about the Law Conference 
at the University of Massachusetts at Amherst. 


Teachers have also taken students on the following field trips: Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, The Freedom Trail in Boston, and ‘“Miller’s Court.” 


Science Department 


The Science Department this year presented completed curriculum 
guides to the School Committee. Guides have been in use by science teachers 
for the past two years. 


The department has submitted a proposal for an important curriculum 
change to be implemented in the fall of 1984. This is a physical science 
program for grade 8, a proposal that has been under study by science 
teachers for two years. 


Ms. Rocheleau of the Science Department is currently enrolled ina 
physics program at Boston College, a program of renewal and continuing 
development for physics teachers. 


Business Department 


The Business Department received $12,700 in Federal Occupation 
Education monies to expand the existing computer facilities in the Business 
Department. The IBM System 34 was expanded to six (6) student stations 
and the microcomputer system was expanded to fourteen (14) student stations. 
This expansion enables the students to have access to the latest “State-Of- 
The-Art” computer hardware. 
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The department has expanded the Word Processing Center with another 
IBM displaywriter CRT (station) and three (3) IBM model 85 electronic 
memory typewriters. This latest equipment enables the students to have 
access to the latest “Information Technology” equipment found in the 
modern office facility. 


Foreign Language Department 


Foreign languages offered to the students of Bellingham Memorial 
Junior/Senior High School are French, Spanish and Latin. This year a total 
of 396 students from grades 8 - 12 are enrolled in one of these languages, 
12% more than the 1982-1983 school year. 


Athletic Department 


The highlight of the 1982-1983 winter sports season was the Tri-Valley 
League Championship won by the varsity boys basketball team. Following 
their League title, the Blackhawks entered MIAA tournament play and 
defeated Oliver Ames before a sellout home crowd but fell to a strong Rock- 
land High team in a second round game played at Brockton. The spirit and 
enthusiasm generated by this team had a most positive effect on the school 
and community. 


Individual honors were received by members of the girls and boys winter 
and spring track and cross country teams as team members were selected 
for all-star honors by the League and area newspapers. The varsity hockey 
team in addition to a League schedule, competed in the Christmas hockey 
tournament and the Woonsocket Call Classic. Spring season teams continued 
to be competitive and played a maximum number of games. A large turnout 
for all fall sports indicated a continued strong interest in athletics. 


Several coaching changes have been made during 1982-1983 and the 
transition to new methods and personalities has been smooth. The Basketball, 
Football and Hockey Booster Clubs have made substantial financial con- 
tributions to the program and through their assistance new programs have 
‘been offered and are available to a greater number of our students. 


Music Department 

Another activity crammed year has just come to a close for Bellingham 
High School music students with an even busier schedule looming on the 
horizon. 


Townspeople were able to see and hear their Marching Blackhawks at 
parades, concerts, competitions and football games. 
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Several Bellingham musicians were selected to perform at the Music 
Educators National Conference Central District Music Festival in Worcester. 


The second Tri-Valley Music Educators Band Concert was hosted by 
Holliston, eleven Bellingham musicians performed. The first summer band 
camp was held in Bellingham on the athletic field in August. Members of 
the stageband and chorus also performed at Macy and Stall Brook Schools 
for elementary students. 


D.E.C.A. 


The Distributive Education (DECA) enrollment has quietly increased 
to a record 66 students. Once again our DECA Chapter entered district 
competition held at the Sheraton Sturbridge in February. Winners at this 
level competed for state honors at Dunfeys Hotel in Hyannis in April. A 
combined total of 39 awards were won at these conferences. Five (5) students 
qualified for national competition held in New Orleans in June. 


Drama Club 


Last year, Bellingham High School’s Drama Club presented two suc- 
cessive Friday evening performances of a mystery-comedy entitled “The 
Phantom Strikes Again.” The cast of twelve treated both audiences to a night 
of thrills and laughter in the grand oid who-done-it style. 


In February a new tradition was begun as Medway High School’s Drama 
Club came to Bellingham to share in a night of high-spirited comedy as both 
clubs presented one-act comedies much to the delight of the near-capacity 
audience. The Bellingham cast presented an unusual audience- participation 
melodrama entitled “Little Nell.” 


School Nurse 


Dr. Thomas Make, School Doctor, held two clinics in May to give 
vaccines to students who needed them in order to be in compliance with 
the new Massachusetts i:nmunization Laws. All students at the Junior-Senior 
High School are in corr.pliance with that law. Students are also screened 
yearly for vision and Fearing problems and students in grades eight and nine 
are observed for postural defects. 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The Special Education Program continues to provide a variety of services 
to meet the needs of children with special needs. Most of the 644 students 
in the program were served within the Bellingham School System or through 
the Blackstone Valley or BICO Special Needs Collaboratives. 


Currently, the Director is exploring the use of microcomputers to reduce 
the paperwork burden mandated by state and federal laws. 


CHAPTER I PROGRAM 


The Chapter I Program is utilizing federal funding for a preschool 
program and also for math and reading remediation programs. The South 
and North elementary school districts are eligible for this type of federal 
funding. The third party evaluation conducted by EDCON this past year 
commended the progress achieved by students who participated in the 
reading and math remediation programs. 


SCHOOL EMPLOYEES 


The education of Bellingham students is a responsibility shared by 301% 
school employees. These employees provide a variety of programs and services 
to our youth. Some of our employees are hired on a part-time basis and work 
a limited number of hours.
